Tbe  Great  llTest. 

Under  this  head  Tht  New  York 
J-^vening  Post  says  our  best  lands  in  the 
west  are  used  up,  while  The  Tribune 
corrects  the  error  in  the  following  style  : 

"True,  there  is  less  fertile  land  unoc- 
cupied in  the  West  tO'day  than  there 
was  sixty  years  ago;  yot  there  are  still 
immense  bodies  of  it  —hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  acres,  as  inviting  as  any  whereon 
the  sun  ever  shone  on.  The  federal 
government  has  still  many  millions  acres 
that  it  concedes  to  settlers  on  the  pay- 
ment often  cents  per  acre  (HO  por 
quarter  section)  to  pay  the  cost  of  sur- 
vey and  sale  only." 

Horace  Greeley  has  been  "out  west," 
while  The  Evening  Post  has  not.     It  is 
true  there  is  a  region  of  country,  some- 
what extensive,  situate  between  the  rich 
arable  prairie  lands  of  what  we  now  call 
tho  western  states  in  proximity  with  the 
Mississippi   Iliver    and    the    extensive 
mineral  regions   in  the   vicinity  of  the 
Rocky   Mountains,  but  we  have  cast  of 
the  sterile  plains  m   yet  almost  bound- 
k'Ss  quantities   perhaps  the  richest  soil 
in  the   world,  and    among    all   the  new 
states  formed  and  forming  at  the  west 
slope  of  the  Mississippi  basin,  none  pos- 
Svssso  fine  a  variety  as  the  young  state 
of  Minnesota.     The  country    east  cf  the 
Mississippi  and  west  of  the  St.  Croix  is 
almost  the  only  exception,  and   were  it 
not  for  the   prospective    importance   of 
our  future  connection  by  rail  with  Lake 
Superior,   wo   could   almost    wish   that 
portion  had  been  given  to  Wisconsin. 

Most  of  our  statisticians  write  about 
St.  Paul,  Fort  Snelling,  Minneha-ha 
and  St.  Anthony,  and  "up  the  Missis- 
fiippi"  and  "up  the  Minnesota"  leaving 
out  almost  entirely  that  great  plateau 
of  land  situate  between  those  two  rivers 
and  west  of  the  big  woods,  (so  called), 
embracing  nearly  a  hundred  miles 
equare,  now  fast  filling  up  with  hardy 
settlers.  This  was  known  in  1862  as 
the  Indian  frontier,  and  was  the  battle 
ground  of  a  portion  of  the  great  Indian 
frontier  war  of  that  year.  A  chain  of 
small  villages  arc  now  posted  along  tho 
edge  of  the  prairie  from  the  Minnesota 
River  to  the  Ottertail  Lake,  with  a 
louodless  and  fertile  prairie  west  of  the 
villages,  interspersed  with  lakes  and 
timber  of  the  finest  kind.  Probably 
from  five  to  ten  thousand  settlers  have 
found  their  way  through  the  woods  the

Don't  buy  cottou  goods  now.  Not  if 
it  can  be  possibly  avoided.  People  have 
been  economizing  for  a  long  time  in  the 
purchnse  and  use  of  cotton  fabrics,  on 
nccount  of  the  scarcity  and  high  price, 
but  it  is  expedient  to  pinch  along  a  few 
weeks  or  months  more.  These  fabrics 
must  full  in  price  ere  long,  and  this  will 
be  hastened  by  a  general  abstinence  from 
purcha-sing.  The  truth  is,  that  with  the 
present  abundance  and  current  price  of 
cotton  in  the  bale,  munufacturers  can 
make  profits,  and  yet  furni;ih  cotton 
goods  for  little  more  than  half  the  prices 
they  now  recei.e.  They  are  able  to  keep 
up  prices  because  the  demand  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  immediate  supply.  A  few 
henry  dealers  are  aiding  the  speculation. 
Let  people  j^eoerally  cease  to  purchase, 
except  in  small  and  absolutely  essential 
qua«uitles,.and  the  supply  will  soon  over- 
reach Ciia  deiNaiid,.  and  the  specinlntors 
will  be  obliged  to  come  down  to  fair  and  ' 
boncat  rates.

You  pardon  many,  and, 
therefore,  you  are  forced  to  execute 
many;  I  never  pardon  one — therefore 
few  dare  to  offend,  and  of  course  few 
suffer." 

The  reasoning  which  may  be  drawn 
from  the  above,  on  the  side  of  strict  dis- 
cipline, is  not  applicable  to  fleets  and 
armies  alone,  but  to  all  governments 
whatsoever. 

The  civil  interest  of  society  cannot  be 
otherwise  protected  than  by  »  dike  and 
oertain  execution  of  the  laws.. 

The  Marquis  of  Beccavia  observes 
very  truly  "that  a  less  punishment  which 
is  certain  will  do  more  good  than  a 
greater  which  is  uncertain." 

It  is  a  fine  aaying  of  the  great  and 
good  Chief  Justice  Hale.  "When  I 
find  myself  swayed  to  mercy,  let  me  re- 
member that  there  is  likewbe  a  mercy 
due  to  my  country."

According  to  the  Swiss  journal  The 
L'ludbiAo,  published  at  Winterthur, 
Capt.  Wirz  was  born  at  Zurich  in  1823, 
and  employed  in  commercial  pursuits. 
In  1847  he  was  sentenced  to  four  j'ears* 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  on 
account  of  fraud  and  embezzlement. 
He  was  eoon,  however,  released,  owing 
to  his  bad  health.  In  1858  he  waesep 
rated  from  his  first  wife,  who  has  since 
xeinaint-d  in  Zurich.  Some  four  or  five 
years  afterwards  he  emigrated  to  the 
T'nited  States,  and  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  was  employed  by  the  cebela  in 
those  infamous  duties  whose  perform- 
ance has  led  to  his  present  trial.

A  writer  in  a  recent  number  of  The 
Loudon  Reiiew  gives  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  sources  from  which  false 
hair  is  supplied  for  the  fashionable 
world.

it  that  it  cannot  be  taken  out  even  by 
the  application  of  heat.  Churchyard 
hair  is  brought  into  the  market  by  home 
as  well  as  foreign  collectors,  and  we  can- 
not help  suspecting  that  the  grave-dig- 
ger is  no  mean  member  of  that  craft.

Is  there  any  occupation  by  which  any 
of  us  gain  our  living  which  has  not  its 
disagreeable  side!  Does  not  (he  law- 
yer spend  all  his  days  either  in  a  dusty 
office  or  in  the  fool  air  of  a  court  room  7 
Is  he  not  brought  into  much  di8agreea<> 
ble  contact  with  (ha  lowest  class  of  so- 
ciety 7  Does  not  the  blacksmith  spend 
half  his  life  in  soot  and  grime,  that  he 
may  gain  a  competence  for  the  other 
half  7  If  thi:i  woman  were  to  work  in  a 
factory  would  she  not  often  be  brought 
into  associations  distasteful  to  her! 
Might  it  not  be  the  same  way  in  any  of 
the  arts  and  trades  in  which  a  living  is 
to  be  got  7  There  must  be  unpleasant 
circumstances  about  earning  a  living  in 
any  way;  only  I  maintain  that  those 
which  a  woman  would  be  likely  to  meet 
with  as  a  servant  in  a  rsfiaed,  well-bred, 
Christian  family,  would  be  less  than  in 
almost  any  other  calling.  Are  there  no 
trials  to  a  woman,  I  beg  to  know,  in 
teaching  a  district  school,  where  all  the 
boys,  big  and  little,  of  a  neighborhood 
congregate !  For  my  part,  wore  it  a 
daughter  or  sister  of  mine  who  was  in 
necessitous  circamstances,  I  would 
choose  for  her  a  position  such  as  I 
name,  in  a  kind,  intelligent,  Christian 
family  before  any  of  those  to  which  wo- 
men do  devote  themselves. 

*  *  *  Think  of  a  woman's  calling 
clear-starching  and  ironing  domestic 
drudgery,  and  to  better  the  matter  turn 
to  type-setting  in  a  giimy  printing  oflSce! 
Call  the  care  of  china  and  silver,  the 
sweeping  of  carpets,  the  arrangement  of 
parlors  and  sitting  rooms,  drudgery; 
and  go  into  a  factory  and  spend  the  day 
amid  the  whir  and  clatter  and  thunder 
of  machinery,  inhaling  an  atmosphere 
loaded  with  wool  and  machine  grease, 
and  keeping  on  the  feet  for  twelve  hours 
nearly  continuously!  Think  of  its  being 
called  drudgery  to  take  care  of  a  clean, 
light,  airy  nursery,  to  wash  and  dress 
and  care  for  two  or  three  children,  to 
mend  their  clothes,  tell  them  stories, 
make  them  playthings,  take  them  out 
walking  or  driving;  and  rather  than  this, 
to  wear  out  the  whole  livelong  day,  ex- 
tending too  often  deep  into  the  night, 
in  endless  sewing,  in  a  close  room  of  a 
dressmaking  establishment!  Is  it  any 
less  drudgery  to  stand  all  day  behind  a 
counter,  serving  customers,  than  to  tend 
a  door  bell  and  wait  on  a  table!  "For 
my  part,"  said  my  wife,  "I  have  often 
thought  the  matter  over,  and  concluded, 
if  I  were  left  in  straitened  circumstances, 
as  many  sometimes  are  in  a  great  city, 
I  would  at  once  seek  a  position  as  a 
servant  in  one  of  our  good  families." 

We  have  often  thought,  as  we  have 
seen  the  busy  throng  passing  hither  and 
thither,  what  the  majority  of  people 
were  living  for.  It  is  a  question  for 
the  philosophical  observer  to  ponder. 
But  what  each  individual  is  striving  to 
achieve  is  a  question  that  the  iodividuHl 
might  not  so  easily  answer.  It  is  for 
fame,  fortune,  or  the  future,  that  these 
busy  bodies  are  running  to  and  fro, 
sweatin^^  at  the  plow,  hammering  at 
the  anvil,  delving  in  the  mines,  huck- 
stering in  the  market  places,  lying  in 
trade,  and  dabbling  in  politics.  It  is 
the  love  of  money,  the  passion  for  power, 
that  so  agitates  this  ant-hill,  and  keeps 
the  human  nerves  and  muscles  so  con- 
stantly upon  the  strain.  At  first  men 
toil  tor  bread,  and  this  struggle  over, 
the  ambition  for  social  distinction,  and 
physical  comfort,  engrosses  their  thoughts 
and  energies.  Everybody  who  has  pas- 
sed the  stage  of  the  bread  struggle  is 
straining  every  nerve  and  moving  heav- 
en and  earth  to  accumulate  the  means 
ofsurrounding  himself  and  bis  family 
with  ease,  elegance,  and  independence. 
If  men  would  pause  a  moment  to  reflect 
upon  the  folly  of  this  all-absorbing  mania 
to  be  rich — this  all-consuming  thirst  for 
money — they  would  take  an  easier  gait 
in  their  journey  to  the  tomb,  and  walk 
up  and  down  the  slope  of  life  with  great- 
er comfort  and  composure.  To  seek  a 
competence  of  this  world's  goods  is  not 
only  wise — it  is  the  duty  of  every  man 
who  has  the  ability  to  think  or  strength 
to  labor.  But  this  hurry  after  wealth 
— this  feverish  impatience  to  be  rich — 
is  the  saddest  sin  ef  earth.  For  money, 
men  sacrifice,  health,  comfort,  and  even 
honor. 

They  never  punish ;  hence,  a  mule,  that 
in  tho  hands  of  a  foreigner,  would  not 
only  be  useless  but  dangerous  to  every 
one  about  it,  becomes  in  the  possession 
of  a  Chinaman  as  quiet  as  a  lamb,  and 
as  tractable  as  a  dog.  We  never  be- 
held a  runaway,  a  jibUng,  or  a  vicious 
mule  or  pony  in  a  Chinaman's  employ- 
ment; but  found  the  same  rattling, 
cheerful  pace  maintained  over  heavy  or 
light  ground  by  means  of  a  twrr-r,OT 
clack'%,  the  beast  turning  to  the  right  or 
left,  and  stopping  with  but  a  hint  from 
the  reins.  This  treatment  is  extended 
to  all  the  animals  they  press  into  the 
service.  Often  have  I  admired  the  tact 
exhibited  in  getting  a  large  drove  of 
frightened  sheep  through  a  narrow 
crowded  street  and  alleys,  by  merely 
having  a  little  boy  to  lead  one  of  the 
quietest  of  the  flock  in  front;  the  other 
steadily  followed  without  aid  either  from 
a  yelping  our  or  cruel  goad.  Cattle, 
pigs,  and  birds  are  equally  cared  for. — 
Traeeh  on  hortehack  in  Turkey. 

Most  young  men  consider  it  a  mis- 
fortune to  be  born  poor,  or  not  to  have 
capital  enough  to  establish  themselves 
at  the  outset  in  life  in  a  good  and  com- 
fortable business.  This  is  a  mistaken 
notion.  So  far  from  poverty  being  a 
misfortune  to  them,  if  we  may  judge 
from  what  we  every  day  behold,  it  is 
really  a  blassing;  the  chance  is  more 
than  ten  to  one  against  him  who  starts 

with  a  fortune.

AQRICLLTURAL. 


M«MoB  tk«  Meat  ff»r  Fi 

The  cheapest  meat  for  farmers  is  nat- 
ion. It  may  safely  be  said  it  costs 
nothing.  Tbe  wool  (hat  is  annually 
sheared  from  the  body  of  every  abeep 
richly  |>ays  for  its  keeping.  In  this 
climate  it  ooeu  less  to  keep  sheep  than 
at  the  North,  on  account  of  the  abort* 
ness  of  our  winters.  Then  there  is  the 
increase^an  item  of  great  importance. 
The  increase  is  so  much  clear  profit. 
From  this  inereaw  the  farmer  can  get 
all  his  meat  for  the  year  if  he  likes.  Or, 
he  may  save  some  of  the  lambs  and  take 
some  of  the  older  sheep  in  their  places. 

The  pelt  of  the  sheep,  if  killed  for 
mutton,  is  also  saved  and  sold,  which  is 
worth  nearly  as  much  as  the  sheep  woold 
sell  for. 

It  is  also  the  most  convenient  meat  to 
have  on  hand.  In  the  warmest  waather 
a  farmer  can  take  care  of  one  sheep  after 
being  killed,  without  letting  it  spoil. 
With  t>eef  this  is  not  so  easy. 

One  hand  can  kill  and  dress  a  sheep 
in  an  hour.  It  takes  but  httle  time  and 
trouble  to  kilt  a  sheep,  not  near  so  much 
as  to  kill  a  hog  or  beef.  On  account  of 
convenience  and  economy,  we  say  keep 
sheep  and  live  upon  mutton. 

We  have  said  nothing  about  its  being 
the  healthiest  food.  This  is  admitted. 
This  needs  no  arguments  or  facta  to 
prove  it.  It  is  true  that  pork  is  the 
chief  meat  of  farmers.  It  is  the  unhealthy 
iest  of  all,  whether  fresh  or  saturated 
with  salt  to  preserve  it  sound. 

Let  every  farmer  keep  sheep.  They 
are  the  most  profitable  stock  on  a  farm. 
The  hog's  back  only  yields  bristles,  while 
tbe  sheep's  yield  downy  wool.  All  that 
you  teed  to  the  hog  is  gone,  unless  you 
kill  it,  while  the  sheep  will  pay  yon  for 
its  keeping  with  its  fleece  yearly.  Tba 
hog  is  a  filthy,  voracious  animal — the 
sheep  gentle  as  a  dove  and  neat  and 
cleanly. — Rvral  World. 


Tbe  Cow*  «»«  MUkmaMs  of  Holland. 

The  most  really  picturesque  attraction 
of  the  scene  is  tbe  herds  of  cattle .  These 
are  of  a  native  breed  peculiar  to  the 
country,  and  from  tbe  quality  of  their 
milk,  as  well  as  from  the  laudable  pro- 
pensity of  the  beef  to  accumulate  on 
those  parts  that  are  worth  a  handsome 
price  per  pound,  are  greatly  valned  by 
the  people.  They  are  generally  of  a 
coal-black  hue,  but  spotted  and  streak- 
ed with  white  in  a  most  curious  manner. 
The  pride  which  the  Hollanders  take  in 
their  cattle  is  well  deserved,  and  is  very 
conspicuous  in  tbe  care  they  take  of 
them.  The  cows  are  kept  in  stables, 
often  as  neat  as  our  kitchens,  and  far 
neater  than  some  of  them .  "rhe  major- 
ity of  the  poor  classes  of  our  own  coun- 
try are  not  accommodated  with  such 
good  quarters.  When  taken  to  pastures 
their  feet  are  covered  with  leather  shoes, 
lest  the  damages  of  t)ie  eoil  should  cause 
disen.«e  of  that  part ;  they  are  alwavs 
carefully  curried  and  brushed  and  wash- 
ed, while  in  summer  they  are  covered 
with  cotton  cloths,  that  they  may  not 
suffer  from  the  attacks  of  those  little 
zouaves  that  despoil  us  so  often  of  our 
night's  rest.  In  winter  they  are  pro- 
tected from  the  cold  by  blankets.  On 
their  way  to  the  fields  they  are  atten- 
ded by  milk  maidens  of  the  ruddiest 
complexions,  who  take  good  care  that 
their  tempers  are  not  rutfled,  aud  show 
the  most  aff  ctionatc  regard  for  their 
welfare.  The  Hollanders  have  not  suf- 
fered the  race  of  milkmaids  to  die  out 
as  we  have,  and  one  can  hardly  avoid 
instituting  a  melancholy  comparison 
between  the  present  limes  and  the  old 
in  this  respect  in  our  own  country. 


Tbe  Severe  Period  for  Tlaeblnery. 

Among  the  mistaken  ideas  that  very 
generally  prevail,  is  one  that  our  farm 
machinery  rapidly  wears  out.  Now, 
although  it  is  a  very  important  fact,  that 
larm  implements  and  machinery  go  to 
destruction  at  an  astonishing  rate,  we 
are  inclined  to  attribute  it  more  to  neg« 
ligence  than  to  use,  though  improper 
use  is  very  destructive.  We  believe  it 
to  be  true  that  winter  is  tbe  severest 
season  of  the  year  upon  the  great  bulk 
of  western  farm  machinery.  Have  our 
readers  ever  thought  thus!  If  so,  how 
easy  is  the  remedy.  Simply,  proper 
housing  and  care.  The  average  "life  of 
reaper"  is  but  from  four  to  five  years, 
during  which  time  20  or  25  per  cent 
of  the  original  cost  has  been  spent  for 
repairs,  while  the  farmer  who  carefully 
houses  his  machine  will  easily  make  it 
last  doable  this  time  and  in  the  ag- 
gregate expend  leds  for  repMrs. 

\  erilv,  if  it  is  worse  to  "rust  out  than 
to  wear  out,"  it  is  also  easier,  with  the 
expensive  machinery  of  the  farm.  The 
reaper  is  but  a  single  illustration, where- 
as many  might  be  introduced.— '/Vatrts 
Farmer. 


I  grated  on  a  commoo  tin  grater  the 
corn  from  twelve  (air-siied  "roasting^ 
ears,*'  into  a  tin  pan.  Then  I  stirred  m 
with  the  grated  green  com,  (ill  a  thin 
batter  was  made,  two  well-beaten  eggs, 
half  a  poand  of  aifted  floar,  fear  ooneea 
of  butter  melted ,  six  medium -sized  ap- 
ples stewed  to  a  mush,  and  after,  beat- 
ing up  the  mass  faithfully,  I  added  a 
dessert-spoonful  of  ssleratus  dissolved 
in  a  gill  of  warm  water,  put  into  it  salt 
enough  to  season  the  material  properly, 
beat  all  up  again  vigorously,  greased 
a  clean  dripping-pan,  put  in  my  cake, 
and  baked  rather  forcibly  an  hour.

The  route  from  Nebraska  City  to 
Denver  has  been  recently  surveyed,  and 
it  is  reported  to  be  well  adapted  to  the 
use  of  fraction  engines.  The  freight 
business  across  the  plains  is  said  to  be 
very  great — amounting,  the  present 
season,  it  is  estimated,  to  2,000,000 
pounds.  By  the  use  of  these  engines, 
is  said  trains  can  cross  the  plains  in  six 
days,  while  mule  and  cattle  trains  oc- 
cupy from  45  to  GO  days  in  crossing.' —

It   has    also 
been  observed  in  New  York,  by  those 
connected  with  charitable   institutions, 
that  when  money  was  paid  to  the  poor, 
they  oaen  laid  out  every  cent  in  tea  or 
coffee,  instead    of  procuring  the  more 
substantial  food,  such  a  meat   and  flour 
and  potatoes.     On    being  reproved  for 
this  apparent  extravagance  and  improv- 
idence, the  reply,in  both  cases,  was  iden- 
tical;   their  own  observation  had  shown 
them   that   a   penny's  worth  of  tea   or 
tobacco  or  liquor  would  keep  off  the  sense 
of  hunger  more  than  a  penny's  worth 
of  anything  else.     Scientific  men  ex- 
press the  idea  by  saying,   "Tea,  like  al- 
cohol, retards  tbe  metamorphosis  of  the 
tissues;"  in  other  words,  it  gives  fuel  to 
the  flame  of  life,  and  thus  prevents  it 
consuming  the  fat  and  flesh  of  the  body. 
If  a  person  gets  into  tbe  habit  of  tak- 
ing lunch  between  breakfast  and  dinner, 
he  will  very  soon  find  himself  getting 
i  faint  about  the  regular  luncheon  time; 
but  let  him  be  so  pressed  with  import- 
ant engagements  for  several  days  in  suc- 
cession as  to  take  nothing  between  meals, 
it  will  not  be  long  before  he  can  dispense 
with  his  lunch  altogether.  These  things 
seem  to  show  that,  to  a  certain  extent, 
eating  often  is  a  mere  matter  of  habit.

Perhaps  you  wo'd 
have  cited  us  to  your  bar.     The  law  of 
freemasonry,  of  which  you  are  doubtless 
ignorant,  would  have  replied  for  us.    Its

If  this  sketch  of  our 
doctrine  is  untrue  it  will  call  forth  numer- 
our  denials.   We  wait  the  result.  *Why,' 
iay  the  freemasons   io  conclusion,  're- 
proach us  for  holding  our  meetings  with

We  caution  parents,  particularly,  not 
to  allow  their  children  to  be  waked  up 
morriings- let  nature  wake  Ibem  up, 
she  will  not  do  it  prematurely;  but  have 
a  care  that  they  go  to  bed  at  an  early 
hour;  let  it  be  early,  until  it  be  found 
that  they  wake  up  themselves  in  full 
time  to  dress  for  breakfast. 

Being  waked  up  early,  and  allowed  to 
eugage  in  difficult  or  any  studies  late, 
and  just  before  retiring,  has  given  many 
a  beautiful  and  promising  child  the 
brain  fever,  or  determined  ordinary  ali- 
ments to  the  production  of  water  on  the 

brain. 

Let  parents  make  every  possible  effort 
to  have  their  chddren  go  to  sleep  in  a 
pleasant  humor.  Never  scold  or  give 
lectures,  or  in  any  way  wound  a  child's 
feelings  as  it  goes  to  bed .  Let  all  banish 
business  and  every  worldly  ca{e  at  bed- 
time, and  let  sleep  come  to  a  mind  at 
peacs  with  God  and  all  the  world. 


A  UTord  to  Boy*. 

A  writer  in  an  educational  journal, 
the  title  of  which  wo  have  unfortunat- 
ely lost,  has  the  following  pertinent  and 
truthful  remarks: 

Boys,  listen  1  The  first  thing  you 
want  to  learn,  to  develop  what  force 
there  is  in  you,  is  self-reliance ;  that  is, 
as  regards  your  relations  to  man.  If  I 
were  going  to  give  a  formula  for  devel- 
oping the  most  forcible  set  of  men,  I 
should  say:  Turn  them  upon  their  own 
resources,  with  their  mind  well  stored 
with  moral  and  religious  truth  when  they 
are  boys,  and  teach  them  to  "depend  on 
self,  and  not  on  father."  If  a  boy  is 
thrown  upon  his  own  resources  at  fifteen, 
with  the  world  all  before  hira  where  to 
choose,  and  he  fights  the  battle  of  life 
single  banded  up  to  manhood  and  don't 
develop  more  than  an  avarage  share  o 
executive  ability,  there  is  no  stuff  in 
him  worth  talking  about.  He  may 
learn  to  plough  and  sow  and  reap  and 
mow,  but  this  can  all  be  done  with 
machines  and  horses,  and  a  man  wants 
to  be  something  better  than  either  of 
these.  Wipe  out  of  your  vocabulary 
every  such  word  as  /ailj  give  up  wish- 
ing for  improbable  results,  put  your  hand 
to  tbe  plough,  or  whatever  tool  you 
take  to,  and  then  drive  on  and  never 
look  back.  Don't  ever  sight  your  per- 
son to  see  if  it  is  straight ;  "don't  be 
consistent,  but  be  simply  true."  If  you 
go  out  "to  see  a  reed  shaken  by  the 
wind,"  it  is  pretty  likely  you  will  never 
see  anything  of  more  consequence. — 
Phrenological  Journal. 

The  least  learned  are  aware  that  there 
are  many  languages  in  the  world,  but 
the  actual  number  is  probably  beyond 
the  dreams  of  ordinary   people.     The 
geographer,     Babi,    enumerated    eight 
hundred  and  sixty  which  are  entitled  to 
be  considered  as  distinct  languages,  and 
five  thousand  which  may  be  regarded  as 
dialects.  Adelung,  another  modern  writ- 
er on   this  subject,   reckons  up    three 
thousand  and  sixty-four  languages  and 
dialects  existing,  and  whieh  have  existed. 
Even   after   we  have  allowed  either  of 
these  as  the  number  of  languages,  we 
must  acknowledge  the  existence  of  al- 
most infinite  minor  diversities,  for  almost 
every  province  has  a  tongue  more  or  less 
peculiar,  and  this  we  may  well  believe 
to  be  the  case  throughout  the  world  at 
large.     It  is  said  there  are  little  islands, 
lying  close  together   in   the  South  Sea, 
the  inhabitants  of  which  do  not  under- 
stand each  other.    Of  the  eight  hundred 
and  sixty  distinct  languages  enumerated 
by  Babi,  fifty-three  belong  to  Europe, 
one   hundred   and   fourteen   to  Africa,

in  the  way  men  handle  sheep.  Some 
sheep  areOdVer  educated  to  the  hand  of 
the  flockmaster,  and  when  be  desires  to 
handle  any  particular  animal,  he  mshea 
in  amongst  a  baodi  of  sheep  and  makes 
a  grab,  with  a  little  eonsidaration  aa  % 
dog  would  do  in  pursuit  of  mutton.  No 
considerate  shepherd  will  ever  catch  a 
sheep  by  the  wool,  and  the  violent  man* 
ner  in  whieh  some  people  take  a  aheep 
by  the  leg,  b  not  much  better. 

Every  ffoekmaster  who  keeps  good 
sheep  should  have  them  so  well  educated 
that  they  can  be  handled  without  their 
being  frightened.     The  sheep  is  a  very 
timid  animal,  and  a  fright  is  almost  aa 
bad  as  a  wound.     We  have  seen  a 
variety  of  ways  of  handling  sheep  well, 
one  of  the  best  of  which  b  the  method 
practioed  by  Edwin  Hammond,  of  Ver- 
mont.    Mr.  Hammond  has  in  his  sheep 
fold  a  long,  slender  lath,  tapering  o»l 
quite  thin,   and   has  his  sheep  so  well 
trained  to   understand   his  desire,  that 
when  he  goes  io  the  yard  with  the  lath 
in  his  hand,  and  selects  an  animal  for 
examination,   he  has  only  to  reach  out 
thb  sceptre  and   pat  the  sheep  on  its 
foretop,  when  it  stands  perfectly  still,  and 
allows  him  to  put  his  two  fingers  under 
the  chin,  where  it  rests  its  head  in  quiet 
until    allowed    to  go.     If  the  sheep  b 
disposed  to  run  from  him,   Mr.  H.  pats 
away  upon  its  face  until  it  shuts  its  eyes 
and  become  quiet.     By  the  same  gentle 
treatment,  a  sheep  b  laid  upon  its  side,, 
and  will  not  attempt  to  rise  while  tbe 
sceptre  is  held  over  it.     In   holding   a 
sheep  standing,  Mr.  Hammond  seldom 
does  more  than  to  place  tbe  two  first 
fingers  under  its  chin,  elevating  the  note 
to  a  level  with  the  eyes.    If  gently  done^ 
a  sheep  may  be  safely  withdrawn  from 
a  huddle  by  the  hind   leg,  but  a  better 
way  is  to  walk  into  the  crowd  and  back 
it  out  by  the  hands  nnder  the   neck. 
When  the  sheep  come  to  understand 
that  you  do  not  intend  to  hurt  them, 
they  will  soon  be  on  good  terras  with 
their  keeper,  and   no  person  should  bo 
allewed  to  go  in  among  the  flock  who  is 
not  gentle  in  all  his  treatment  of  tbe 
sheep. —  Oliio  Farmer, 


A  successful  farmer  informs  us  that 
he  has  practised,  the  last  summer,  giv- 
ing to  each  of  his  milch  cows  five  quarta 
of  cold  boiled  potatoctj  a  day,  and  that 
they  were  worth  half  a  dollar  a  bushel 
for  this  purpose.  His  old  potatoes 
were  wortb  nothing  io  the  market,  and 
so  he  boiled  up  some  twenty.-five  or 
thirty  gallons  at  a  time.  He  says  that 
he  could  see  no  benefit  whatever  frou 
giving  tbem  old  potatoes  in  a  raw  state. 
There  is  a  period  from  the  first  of  July 
to  the  first  of  August  when  cows  need 
some  additional  food,  and  if  boiled  po- 
tatoes will  help  tbem  hold  out  their 
milk  till  It  is  time  to  feed  out  the  South 
em  corn,  we  may  hope  to  carry  cows 
through  the  whole  summer  season  in  a 
condition  to  yield  a  good  profit,  espe- 
cially^on  farms  remote  from  the  mar- 
ket.— Maine  Farmer, 


On  the  subject  of  moving  stocks  short 
distances  I  find  it  advisable  in  the  first 
place  to  commence  by  turning  tbe  biv« 
with  the  entrance  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion to  that  in  which  it  is  desired  to  re- 
move it,  and  when  the  bees  have  become 
accustomed  to  it,  then  day  by  day  with- 
draw the  hive  a  foot  or  so  at  a  time  to- 
wards its  intended  resting  plaoe — mak^ 
ing  it,  to  use  a  Hibernicism,  advance 
backwards.  Tbe  bees  more  rapidly  fol- 
low their  home  for  a  short  dbtance  in 
the  line  of  their  flight  to  it,  than  they 
turn  either  to  right  or  left  in  quest  of  it. 
—  Cottage  Gardner. 

Never  over  feed.  Never  allow  any 
food  to  lie  about.  Never  feed  from 
trough,  pan,  basin,  or  any  vessel.  Feed 
only  while  the  birds  will  lun  afler  tbo 
feed,  and  not  at  all  if  they  seem  careless 
about  it.  Give  adult  fowls  their  liberty 
at  daybreak.  Never  purchase  eggs  for 
hatching  purposes  until  a  hen  is  ready 
to  set.  For  seven  or  eight  days  before 
hatching,  sprinkle  the  ef^  with  cold 
water  while  the  hen  is  oS.  This  will 
prevent  the  frequent  complaint  that  the 
chicken  was  dead  in  the  ahelL— ^ot^n- 
ders*  Domestic  Poultry. 

A  correspondent  of    The  Catifomxa 
Cultunst    says:  I    have    about    sixty 
quince  trees   whieh  are  now  five  years 
old,  and  for  the  three  years  past  have 
blossomed  full  and  when  the  fruit  had 
become  as  large  as  a  hazel  nut,  it  would 
fall  off.     In  the   autumun  of  '57  I  ap- 
plied salt  to  the  roots  of  half  of  them, 
and    the  result  was  that  I  had  a  good 
crop  of  fruit  from  the   trees  which  weie 
salted,  while  those  without  aalt  produc 
ed  none. 


Spread  pieces  of  stale  but  tender 
wheaten  bread  liberally  with  butter,  aud 
season  rather  high  with  salt  and  pepper, 
working  ihem  into  the  butter;  then  dip 
tbe  bread  in  wine,  and  use  it  in  as  large 
pieces  as  is  convenient  to  stuflT  the  bird.

From  a  private  letter  received  by 
Mr.  George  Swartz,  of  this  city,  we  are 
permitted  to  make  the  following  ex- 
tracts : 

Helena,  Sept.  25,  1865. 

I  have  been  here  three  weeks.  You 
better  believe  I  was  a  long  time  getting 
to  this  country.  Our  goods  were  put 
off  at  Milk  River,  two  hundred  nnd  sev- 
enty miles  below  Fort  Benton,  but  the 
steamboat  company  put  them  through.

It  is 
not  far  from  Silver  Creek,  whore  the 
other  boys  were  at  work,  but  the  place 
never  amounted  to  much.  I  saw  a  man 
from  McCk'llan  Guleh  last  night,  and 
ho  took  out  over  ten  thousand  dollars 
last  week.  It  wr.s  nearly  all  coar&o 
gold.  This  gulch  is  mostly  fine,  about 
like  tho  Virginia  Gulch.  They  have 
found  a  migtity  good  gulch  over  in  Big 
Hole,  and  I  will  say  that  this  countr. 
beats  anything  I  expected.  There  are 
a  great  many  quartz  mills  coming  in 
this  season. 

My  health  has  been  good  this  sum- 
mer, and  we  are  selling  lots  of  goods.

Anecdote  of  Andr  Jaclc«on. 

A  clerk  in  one  of  tbe  departments  at 
Washington  owed  his  landlady  a  con» 
siderablo  sum  for  board  and  wasbinjj, 
and  for  some  reason  failed  to  pay  it.

One  of  tho  New  York    papers  eom- 


visitors  pour  into  the  president's   ear  at 
every  public  interview.   President  John- 
son has  few  equals  in  industry.    He  rises 
at  six,  and  until  breakfast,  which  isserv* 
ed   at  half-past  seven,  looks  over  tho 
newspapers.     Immediately  after  break- 
fast he  goes  to  the  executive  apartments 
and  commences  the  labor  of  the  day. 
First,  there  are   bundles  of  letters  to  he 
read,   and    the  replies   dictated   to  the 
secretaries.     Applications  for  appoint* 
mcnt,  promotions,  discharges  from  the 
army  and  navy,  political  advice,  petitions 
for  executive  clemency  and  innumerable 
other  subjects  are  disposed  of,   but  be- 
fore half  completed  the  visitors   have 
Commenced  to  flock  into  the  anti-rooms 
and  thrust  their  cards  upon  him.     Par- 
don  seekers    swarm    on    every    hand. 
Former  owners  of  confiscated  property 
pace  up  and  down  before  the  door  of  the 
president's  room,  and   females  with  in- 
describable effrontery   insist  upon   im- 
mediate admittance. 

After  the  most  important  business  of 
the  morning  has  been  disposed  of,  the 
visitors  are  admitted  one  by  one,  and 
the  president  submits  himself  to  the  ar- 
tesian process.  This  lasts  until  about 
half-past  one  or  two,  sometimes  three 
o'clock,  when  the  doors  of  his  apartment 
are  opened,  and  tbe  whole  crowd  admit- 
ted. At  such  times.  Col.  Johnson,  son 
of  the  president,  or  Col.  Browning, 
private  secretary,  stand  near  the  presi- 
dent, and  take  memoranda  as  dictated 
by  him,  on  the  cases  of  the  visitors  who 
succeed  one  another  with  subjects  for 
executive  action,  like  the  dense  throng 
at  the  post-office  window.  The  presi- 
dent's manner,  at  such  times,  is  always 
pleasant,  and  gives  confidence  to  the 
most  timid.

Anecdote*  or  Neander. 

A    correspondent    of     The    Boston 
Transcript,  writing  from   Qotba,  says: 

"Professor  Schaff,  the  theologian  and 
ecclesiastical  historian,  has  just  passed 
through  Gotha  during    his  present  Eu- 
ropean visit.     My  friend,   Mr.  Perthes, 
the  publisher,  invited  ma  to  take  tea  at 
his  house  and    meet    Professor  Schaff. 
At  the    table,    many    ple.isant  things 
were  said,  among    them   several  good 
stories  about  Neander.      It  appears  ihit 
he  was  almost  as  bad  a  penman  as  Ku- 
fua  Choate.     There  was  but  one  com- 
positor in  Germany   who  could  'set  up' 
from  his  manuscript,  and  he    was  spe 
cially  retained  by  Mr.    Perthes  for  that 
purpose.     Whenever    Mr.  Perthes  re- 
ceived a  letter   from    Mr.  Neander,  he 
had  to  sit  down  and  decipher  it,   as  hie- 
rogliphics  are  deciphered  in  Egypt;  he 
must  go  over  the  letter  again,  and  again, 
making  out  one  word  here  and   another 
there,  until  at  last,  after   repeated  go- 
ings over  the  whole,   enough  could  be 
made  out    to  show  the  connection,  and 
thus  lighten  the  process.

We 
have  made  experiments  with  much  eaie 
and  involving  so  much  labor,  that  the 
crops  even  with  the  best  success  would 
not  pay  for  the  labor.  The  same  is 
doubtless  true  of  others. 

The  great  difficulty  has  been  not  with 
the  extent  of  the  experiroeott,  but  with 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  been 
conducted.     There   has  doubtless  been 
too  much  haste,  and  too  little  care — too 
much  jumping  at  conclusions — but  even 
then  an  experiment,  although  not  relia- 
ble in  all  respects,  is  better  than  nothing, 
as    it   excites  interest,    and    makes   the 
question  one  of  thought  and  discussion 
among  practical  -•en.      Fortunately  we 
are  all  pretty  much  possessed   with  the 
little  weakness  of  thinking  we  can  do  a 
thing  al>out  as  well  as  the  next  man,  or 
a  little  better,  and  if  results  are  reported 
different  from  what  we  think  they  should 
be,  are  ready  to  make  the  trial  to  dis- 
prove the  theory  that  we  consider  false, 
or  the  statement  of  facts  which  we  deem 
incorrect,    and  thus    knowledge   is  in- 
creased,  and  after  repeated   trials   the 
truth  is  made  to  appear,    and  prevails. 
While  admitting  this,  we  urge  upon  all 
the  necessity  of  exactness  in  operations 
designed    to    teach  facta,    for   ui>on    its 
precision,  more  than  upon  its  extent,  the 
value  of  an  experiment  depends.     The 
truth  and  the  whole  truth  and  nothing 
but  the  truth  should  be  given,  and  at  a 
general    rule   it   is   best  to   leave  each 
reader   to  draw  his  own  inferences  and 
form  his  own  opinions  from   the   facts 

stated. 

There  is  no  more  interesting  field  of  dis- 
covery to  open  the  thoughtful  than  that 
of  agriculture.    We  want  to  know  many 
bushels  of  corn  or  wheal  and  how  much 
hay  cau  be  manufactured  out  of  a  cord 
of  manure;    how    the    manure   can    be 
made,  t.aved,  and  applied,   so  as  to  pro- 
duce the  best  resulij;  how  the  corn,  bay, 
etc.,  can  be  turned  into  beef,  pork,  but- 
ter,   and  cheese  at  the   lesst  cosi    per 
pound.    These  and  a  host  of  other  ques- 
tions   need    elucidation.     The    experi- 
menter requires  no  extensive   labratory, 
no  expensive  chemicals,  or  such  as  aie 
provided   in  the  great  labratory  of  na*. 
turc.      Care  and   patience  are    the   in- 
gredients that   will  do    much    towards 
solving  the  problems,  and  he   who  ap- 
plies himself  to  the  work,  and  adds  to 
the    stock    of  general    knowledge,    is 
worthy  of  all   houor  as  a  benefactor  to 
the  race. — Rural  New  Yorker.

Old  fruit  tree*  frequently  became

bark  is  kept  healthy.  One  remedy  is  to 
scrape  off  the  old  dead  bark  of  v»ry  old 
trees  clear  to  the  live  bark.  Another 
method  is  to  renew  the  soil  around  them 
by  removing  a  few  inches  of  the  old  soil 
and  carting  on  new,  and  then  spade  in 
ashes,  lime,  and  manure.  A  good  way 
to  stir  up  the  soil  under  an  old  tree  is 
to  fence  up  each  tree  and  keep  swine  in 
the  enclosure.  A  few  crow  bar  holes  a 
foot  deep,  filled  with  abelled  corn,  will 
lead  the  hogs  to  do  your  stirring  up  for 
you.

The  strawberry,  blackberry,  and  rasp- 
berry should  be  protected  in  winter 
north  of  Philadelphia;  most  kinds  are 
hardy  enough  to  live  without  this  care, 
but  it  is  better  to  employ  it  neverthe- 
less. Strawbemes  may  have  leaves  or 
straw  litter  thrown  over  them,  and  a 
little  soil  thrown  over  to  keep  tbe  wind 
from  blowing  them  away.  Raspberries 
and  blackberries  should  have  their  last 
season's  bearing  shoots  taken  out,  the 
young  canes  pruned  so  that  three  or 
four  of  the  strongest  only  are  left,  and 
then  laid  down  and  covered  with  soil. 
To  do  this  without  breaking  them,  dig 
out  a  spade  full  of  earth  on  one  side  of 
the  hill,  and  with  the  heel  press  the 
stock  over.  Tlie  inclination  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  prevent  the  breakage.

The  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax,  on  Satur- 
day night,  made  a  speech  in  Washing- 
ton, which  is  there  considered  as,  to 
a  great  extent,  the  key-note  of  the 
future  action  of  union  congressmen. 
It  indicate  that  no  representatives  of  the 
rebel  states  will  be  admitted  at  the  or- 
of  congress;    that  measures 
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of  reconstruction  must  be  ratified  by  the 
people  of  the  south  at  the  polls;  that 
the  test  oath  will  be  enforced  for  a  long 
time  to  come;  that  the  organization  of 
the  republican  party  will  not  be  aban- 
doned; and  that  while  congress  will  ap 
prove  of  the  president's  demands  upon 
the  insurgent  states,  it  will  go  further 
and  demand  more. 

John  Stuart  Mill  will  be,  in  all  proba- 
bility, appointed  to  succeed  Lord  Palm- 
erston  as  rector  of  the  university  of 
Glasgow,  though  it  is  likely  that  the 
state  of  his  health  and  his  philosophical 
labors  may  not  permit  him  to  attend  to 
the  duties  of  the  office.  There  is  a 
strong  preferrence  among  the  tory  sup- 
porters of  the  university  of  the  commer- 
cial metropolis  of  Scotland,  in  favor  of 
the  early  of  Derby;  but  this  accom- 
plished Ilemeric  scholar  and  brilliant  or- 
ator is,  like  the  late  premier,  battling 
with  that  inexorable  enemy  of  the  Eng- 
lish aristocracy,  the  gout  —though  his 
lordahip's  health  was  lately  sufficiently 
improved  to  enable  him  to  receive  the 
visits  of  the  prince  and  princess  of 
Wales  at  this  county  seat,  Knowsloy 
Park,  near  Liverpool. 

A  French  lady  advertised  some  time 
ago,  in  Parisian  journds,  under  the  in- 
itials A.  C,  that  she  was  young,  hand- 
some, worth  two  millions,  and  was  aux- 
ious  to  get  married,  but  did  not  car* 
whether  her  husband  was  rich  or  poor. 
She  invited  the  aspirants  to  her  hand  to 
send  their  photographs.  A  month  af- 
terwards, having  in  the  moan  time  re- 
ceived fifteen  hundred  application.s,  she 
started  a  journal,  soliciting  subscrip- 
tions from  all  her  wouW-be  husband.-!, 
and  promising  to  publish  her  reply  to 
the  respective  candidates  to  her  new 
journal.  She  immediately  received 
several  thousand  francs,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  subscription  money,  and 
forthwith  published  all  the  letters .  The 
journal  ceasing  to  appear  after  that  first, 
and  it  seemed  last  issue,  the  befooled 
parties  now  appealed  to  the  court,  where 
the  trial  of  the  ingenious  lady  has  late- 
ly taken  place.  Among  the  most  epi> 
cy  letters  is  that  of  a  drum  major,  who 
declares  himself  ready  for  all  sacrifices, 
including  that  of  bis  post  in  his  regi- 
ment, provided  he  can  secure  Mile.  A. 
C.  and  her  two  millions.  A  cook  writes 
to  her:  "My  physique  is  admirable, 
"Mademoiselle,  and  my  two  sisters  are 
milliners.  "Your  two  millions  would 
make  us  the  kings  of  "Frani-e." 
Among  the  amateurs  of  this  doubles 
millioned  woman  are  not  a  few  persons 
occupying  high  stations,  who  thus  find 
their  matrimonial  ambitions  rather 
awkwardly  exposed.
